' N.' J., Jan. 17.— Another terrlbl-e dl&nstor of 


the air waa averted today when the- giant United States Naval 
tfirlglblQ Shen,andoah with 22 officers nnd nlon aboard, torn 
from her ino'oring mast 'and swept Into the night by a 70-mile 
gala, bent hor way back against the storm and was nosed Into 
her hangar at 3:53 A. M. 
, ' 


-For nine hpurs the alrsttyp, partly disabled, fought the ele- 


ments thai, threatened her destruction. 


Tho night air 'was alive with wireless messages as anxious 


officials followed the progress of her struggle. Thousands sit- 
ting safe and snug In their homes while the fury of the winter's 
worst RtornY raged outside, followed with radio receivers to their 
oars the flight of the "gale-driven dirigible. 


Then, after being carried as far as Newark, spraotliu.es at a 


speed of more than a/ mile a minute, the Shenandoab 
proved 


herself mistress of the atorm. Under the guidance cf Captain 
Anton Hoinon, n veteran German Zeppelin expert, the! ship was 
noncd back into the teeth of the driving rainstorm. Slowiy her 
propellers gained 'head way against tho diminishing winds. 


. Tho no*o of the Sheriandoah had been torn off completely 


and flapped from the masthead at the end of the mooring chain. 
This added tremendously to the difficulty of maneuvering but at 
1:60 A- M. the searchlight at the airdrohio picked out of the 
night the welcome sight of the Shenandoah home safely. Tt was 
the work ot three hours to bring her down. The'-* storm

abated but gusts of wind persisted in getting into t^e aperture,
